In the Office action of October 3, 2002, the Examiner required restriction to one of two 

inventions, namely, Group I containing claims 1 to 49 directed to a synthetic nucleic acid and 
Group II containing claims 50 to 72 directed to a method of designing a synthetic polynucleotide. 
Applicant acknowledges the Examiner's requirement of restriction and hereby elects without traverse 
Group I claims (claims 1 to 49) for purposes of further prosecuting this patent application. 

Additionally, the Examiner required restriction to one of six species. Applicant hereby elects 
without traverse Species 1 (oxidoreductase). The claims readable on this species are claims 1 to 15, 
23 to 36 and 44 to 49. 
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Further, the Examiner required Applicant to elect for examination single disclosed sequences. 
Applicant hereby elects for the "second protein" SEQ. ID NO. 79, for the "first protein" SEQ. ID 
NO. 77, and for the oligonucleotide sequence SEQ. ID NO. 78. 
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
